He ays. that owing to the fact 
that certain men hit the ball such colossal 
distances, ‘the golfing world. has been |) 
drugged into, the belicf that little else 
counts so’ long as the ball is habitually 
transported to the neighbourhood ‘of the 
500 yards mark, It is a subtle form of 
poison which inevitably destroys its 
victim, Tho vast majority of. golfers, 
principally by reason of, ‘the lack 
of tha necessary strength, and atso 
beenuse they are not, in a position to 
devote a lifetime to the hitting of a golf 
ball, will never drive.as far as Mitehell.””
